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The Early Tokens of Fernie, B.C.

This article is based on a presentation at the Educational Seminar at the Royal Canadian 
Numismatic Association convention held at Windsor, July 2011. 


Fernie was founded in 1898, located in the Elk Valley 52 km (34 miles) from the Alberta 
border, west of the Crowsnest Pass. The city is named after William Fernie, a prospector, 
railway promoter and one of the organizers of The Crow’s Nest Pass Coal Company, Limited 
which we refer to below as the “Company.” If there is one word to describe the reason for 
Fernie’s existence, that word is Coal. Quoting from the Annual Report of the Minister of Mines, 
for the year ending 31*' December 1897,' “The great coal fields of the Crow’s Nest Pass are now 
being opened up in two places where the seams of high grade coking coal are each from 6 to 7 
feet thick. The work is in charge of Mr. Blackmore, M.E. who is opening up the properties so as 
to admit of a large production of coal on the completion of the railway and is also erecting coke- 
ovens, so that when the railway reaches the heart of West Kootenay coal and coke can be at once 
delivered at greatly reduced prices, at the smelting centre there. ...” 
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The company developed up mines at Coal Creek about 8 km (5 miles) east of Fernie and 
at Michel 60 km (40 miles) north of Fernie. Fernie acted as the supply point for both mining 
communities. Coal Creek was shut down in 1958. Michel continued for a number of years 
afterward, but the residents were relocated to the new community of Sparwood in the 1960’s and 
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most of the buildings were removed. Open pit coal mining is ongoing in the region and most of 
the coal is shipped in unit trains to Roberts Bank (south of Vancouver) where it is destined for 
Japan’s steel industry. In the early days Fernie was called “The Pittsburgh of the West.” 
Underground coal mining is a particularly hazardous business and while the Company went 
without a fatality for several years on a number of occasions, an explosion in 1902 at Coal Creek 
killed 130 men and another in 1917 killed 35 men. The City of Fernie was incorporated on July 
28. 1904, with a population of 3750 and still exists although with a population of about 5000.

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The city suffered a major fire that destroyed several blocks at the end of April 1904, a 
lesser fire in 1905 and a third fire - “The Great Fire” - in August 1908. This latter fire destroyed 
most of the business section of town and subsequently Council ruled that new buildings within 
the city core must be built of fireproof material. As a result the city has a fine stock of brick 
buildings.

We should mention one more community in the valley, Hosmer, 12 km (8 miles) north. 
The Pacific Coal Company, a Canadian Pacific Railway subsidiary, established a large coal mine 
at Hosmer, which opened in 1906 and built 240 coke ovens, several of which have been restored 
and can be visited today. The Hosmer mines closed down permanently in July 1914 and the 
community almost died. There were several token issuers from Hosmer. 

Fernie was dependent upon the Company in many ways. The townsite was established 
by the Company, but titles to lots were not made available for some years after the community 
was established. The waterworks and initial phone system were installed by the Company. The 
Company seems to have been an enlightened operator and generous to the community, but 
fought unionization. The Crowsnest Pass? area had a history of labour unrest and strikes could 
decimate a community. There was a three month strike in 1907, an eight month strike in 1911. 
At the start of World War I in 1914 the copper smelters closed down for a short time reducing 
the demand for coke. In 1916 there was a five month period of semi-strike conditions during 
which the miners successfully gained bonus pay. The year 1917 saw more strikes and a shortage 
of labour since many miners enlisted in the army. The next year there was a one month strike. 

In 1919 a long unauthorized strike reduced the work days to 109 at Coal Creek compared to 248 
in 1918. This was related to the elimination of the wartime bonus. In subsequent years, 1921 
saw a long strike and 1922 a five month strike. The Fernie coke ovens did not operate in 1920, 
1921 or 1923. All of this was in the face of reduced demand for coke by closed smelters and 
reduced demand for coal from the railways, which were switching over to oil. 
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The failure of the Home Bank of Canada in 1923 hurt the city which banked with it as did 
many of the miners. The mayor, G.G. Henderson, worked very hard at obtaining relief for those 
who lost their savings. 


During the Depression the city suffered terribly. Welfare costs were not provincially or 
federally supported for a long time and left the city with high expenses in the face of falling 
revenues. The city was placed under a Commissioner in 1935 - effectively it was bankrupt - and 
this lasted eleven years until 1946. Other cities in British Columbia had the same experience. 
Electorally the city voted Socialist and Tom Uphill was the M.L.A- for over three decades. 
After the end of Commission rule Uphill was elected Mayor and served simultaneously as Mayor 
and M.L.A. for a time. 

Most of the early Fernie tokens are known in very small numbers. The Fernie Bakery 
(counterstamped F By), the Fernie Dairy, the Northern Hotel 5¢ and the Roma Hotel are the only 
‘ssuers for which ten or more examples have been recorded. There are some modern issuers, the 
Fernie Car Wash, the 3300 club, several service clubs and a city sponsored trade dollar that are 
known in larger quantities. Perhaps the destruction of the city by fire, to varying degrees on 
three occasions, has led to the loss of most of the early tokens. 

In preparing this token history we have relied on a number of sources. We have read the 
Fernie Free Press, a weekly newspaper, from 1899 through 1942 plus 1946, with some scattered 
searches through into the 1950’s and beyond, mainly for obituaries of long-lived residents. The 
Reports to the Minister of Mines, the annual reports of The Crow’s Nest Pass Coal Company, 
Limited, British Columbia directories, voters’ lists, Canada census for 1901 and 191 | 
Progressive Fernie published in 1909” when Fernie was recovering from the 1908 fire, 
partnership agreements, and if we could find them, spoke with descendants of token issuers. 
W.F. “Bill” Ross was a native of Fernie who found many of the surviving tokens. We often 
spoke with Bill about the tokens and their issuers. His father, James, worked in hotels in Fernie, 
buying the Northern Hotel (a token issuer before his time there) in 1946. 
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B.C. Furniture Company F1360 1902 - 1905

The B.C. Furniture Company, owned by W.O. Robins, opened in late May 1902. Mr. 
Robins had arrived in Fernie somewhat earlier. The company sold new and used furniture, 
bedding, stoves, carpets and linoleum. In 1903 it started doing picture framing as well, and in 
1904 added wallpaper to its inventory. By July 1905, Mr. Robins, then a Fernie alderman, 
decided to close the business. The closing sale started on July 21%, the week before the second 
Fernie fire. His losses of $5,200 were covered with $3,200 insurance. He and his family left for 
Fort William, Ontario in August 1905 where he was expected to go into business. 


A.J. Purdy & Co. F3760 1899 - 1905 


Amos Johnson Purdy came to Fernie in April 1899 from Nelson where he had run the 
Hume Hotel Cigar Stand. He and his brother, Harry, opened a cigar and fruit stand in the 
Wallace block under the name of A.J. Purdy & Co. They expanded the business and the types of 
goods carried as demand increased. “A.J. Purdy & Co., are up-to-date in every department of 
their business. Miss Inez M. Blanchard is now in charge of the stationery and confectionery 
department. Stock in these lines having been greatly increased.” They also featured a lending 
library. 

Purdy married Inez Mary Blanshard in Cranbrook on January 25, 1902. After a short 
honeymoon spent in Nelson the couple settled in at the Alberta Hotel. Two months later the 
Fernie Hotel moved its bar into Purdy’s space while Purdy moved his store into the old bar and 
some front rooms. 

On April 30, 1904 the first of three devastating fires hit Fernie. A.J. Purdy’s loss was 
estimated at $20,000 of which only $2,000 was covered by insurance. He immediately started 
building a temporary store on Company property. In August Purdy purchased the Cuthbert 
confectionery and tobacco business, putting J. McLaughlin in charge. He also purchased two 
lots next to the Todd block and asked Council permission to allow him to move his temporary 
building onto the lots. Council granted this request on the condition that he made an agreement 
to move the temporary building outside the fire limits by the end of 1905. Later it was 
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discovered that when Purdy’s agreement was made his wife owned the lots in question and 
concerns arose which led to a new agreement being signed. 

On July 27, 1905 another fire struck Fernie. The fire started in a house belonging to W. 
Tuttle. Apparently Purdy’s store suffered damage, although not mentioned in the newspapers. 
He seems to have learned from his earlier loss and had several concurrent insurance policies in 
place, which the insurance companies contested. By February 1906 the Dominion Meat & 
Ranching Co. had leased his old space for their meat market. In August 1906 A.J. Purdy passed 
through Fernie and was reported as working for a Toronto wholesale firm. 

The only known 25 cent token is on permanent display at the NCC. It is glued in place 
and we could only obtain an obverse photo. 


Palace Stores F3610 1909 - 1911

Thomas B. Struthers entered Canada in 1896 and was living in Winnipeg in 1901. 
Incredibly the first mention of him in Fernie was in August 1909 when his grocery store burnt 
down. One would think there might have been some announcement that he bought out a 
previous merchant, or that he was opening a business, or that he might run an advertisement. He 
was charged with setting fire to his store, but after hearing several witnesses the judge in the case 
dismissed the charges. Several months later, in December, there were ads for T.B. Struthers, for 
the Fernie Second-hand and Variety Store and the Palace Pool Room & Bowling Alley. By 
March 1910 the advertisements were for the Palace Pool Room and Cigar Store. In April he 
moved his bowling alley to the Beck Block, but only two months later was said to be opening a 
bowling alley and cigar store in the Todd Block. At the end of July he was planning an ice 
cream parlour, but two weeks later he had sold a half interest in his pool room, bowling alleys, 
fruit, confectionery and cigar stores to F.H. Retzleff, of Calgary whose name did not appear 
again. The partnership was dissolved December 1“ 1910. 

Struthers entered the auction business, in conjunction with the second-hand and 
variety store. His first auction was in September 1910. There were still advertisements running 
in February 1911 for The Fernie Auction Room, T.B. Struthers, prop., and the Palace Pool Room 
and Cigar Store, T.B. Struthers. After this he seems to have vanished.

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An advertisement October 7, 1904 announced the opening of The Palm Confectionery 
and Tobacco Store. The proprietors were Messrs. Bean & Morrison. There was no mention of a 
pool room attached although the combination of a cigar store and a pool room was quite 
common. The store was mentioned as being in the T. Beck block in March 1905. Mr. Beck 
bought out Bean & Morrison in March 1907. A week later it was announced that Bean & 
Morrison had purchased the Fernie Bakery from S. Slinn. However, four weeks later Slinn 
bought the bakery back. The announcement said that his bread would be on sale at Bean & 
Morrison’s store. The Palm Confectionery carried on until 1911 when it was purchased by 
James Wood & Co. John Wood was to manage the business. In November 1915 the proprietor 
of The Palm store decided to retire and close on November 29, 1915. 


Sheppard & Elliott F4060 1902 - 1905

The first mention of Sheppard & Elliott, was October 25, 1902, when they were called 
the “new hardware dealers.” In early December, “P.C. Elliott, brother-in-law of C.W. Sheppard, 
came in from Leduc on Friday. Mr. Elliott will occupy the position of clerk in Sheppard & 
Elliott’s hardware store.”” In January 1903, “Mr. J. Elliott, of the firm of Sheppard & Elliott, 
accompanied by his family arrived in Fernie from Leduc, Alta., early this week. Mr. Elliott 
intends to reside here in future and will take an active part in the management of the hardware 
business in which he is interested ...”° In addition to the hardware store the firm were plumbers 
and tinsmiths. They obtained some major contracts for heating system installations and tin work 
or metal roofing through 1904 and into 1905, such as the Muskoka Hotel, the Post Office, 
Cuthbert Block and the new Waldorf Hotel. 

The second and smallest of Fernie’s three fires took place on July 27" 1905 and 
Sheppard & Elliott suffered the largest loss of any firm, some $24,000 covered only by $9,000 of 
insurance. Their loss was about a third of the total loss in the city. They tried to carry on, but 
the tinsmithing and plumbing business was sold to A.T. Hamilton. There was no further mention 
of the Messrs. Elliott. Whimster & Co., hardware merchants, opened in July 1906 and Charley 
Sheppard was working for them in May of 1908 when he resigned to move to Hosmer to manage 
the tinsmith and plumbing department of Bennett Bros. hardware store - they were token issuers 
in Hosmer and so far this newspaper mention is the sole reference in the Fernie Free Press that 
we have found relating to the Bennett Bros. By 1912 Sheppard was living and working in 
Edmonton. The only known Sheppard & Elliott token is on permanent display at the NCC. 
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Ben Smith F4110 1916 - 1950-

Benny Smith & Jimmy Woods purchased Montgomery’s barber shop in October 
1916. Jimmy was Benny’s maternal uncle. What happened to this partnership is not known, but 
in September 1921 Benny Smith and Harry Haig opened a cigar store and barber shop in the 
Miners Hall block. A lunch counter was to be installed shortly afterwards. In December the 
lunch counter “reopened.” However, what had happened to Harry Haig was not mentioned. In 
August 1923 Thomas Fitzgerald purchased the cigar store and barber business of Benny Smith, 
in the Grand Theatre building. “Ben figures on going to the coast.”” The Grand Theatre was in 
what had been called the Miners Hall so he was in the same location to this point. 

In April 1924 Ben Smith took over the barber shop in the Fernie Hotel. After the 
Fernie Hotel was destroyed by fire in February 1927, Smith and his partner, Tony D’Amico, 
moved to the Napanee Hotel. Over the next couple of years they occupied several different 
locations. Smith was on his own in December 1938 when he moved into the Henderson 
building. He was still barbering at the end of 1951. During the war Benny served as a Fire 
Warden (A.R.P.). An odd bit of luck in December 1948 saw Alice Smith, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ben Smith, who was employed at Lethbridge, win a barn in a draw. Being stuck with a 
barn, when one’s livelihood is earned by punching typewriter keys, presented quite a problem 
and a redraw was conducted for Miss Smith’s benefit. 

The token says pool room, but all references to Ben have been “barber.” However, 
this is not unusual as many barbers ran pool rooms simultaneously to maximize their incomes. 

Ben Smith passed away in 1972 at the age of 86. 


Fernie Cigar Store F1858 1904 - 1906

The first mention of the Fernie Cigar Store operated by L.C. Atkinson appeared 
December 23, 1904. The BC Directory for 1904 which was published in June mentioned neither 
Atkinson nor Fernie Cigar. Atkinson’s billiard, cigar and tobacco business was put up for sale in 
December 1906, due to illness. Lomas Atkinson passed away on January 13, 1907 from 
tuberculosis. It seems that the business did not sell as it was not until November 1908, almost 
two years later, that the first advertisement by Fred C. Armstrong appeared, and the following 
month F.C Armstrong & Co., used the name Fernie Cigar for the first time. In June 1910 “F.C. 
Armstrong has installed a tuneful electric piano in his pool room in the Hotel Fernie block. It 
costs a nickel to hear it play. F.C. McCrohan, agent for the Mason & Risch piano company, 
installed the instrument.’”® Was this the reason that the 5¢ token was first issued? In November 
1911 “Fred Armstrong has taken over the barber shop in the Fernie Hotel block. He will also 
install a lunch counter.” But just eight months later, in July 1912, there was a Notice of 
Assignment that Frederick C. Armstrong, carrying on business as a tobacconist at the City of 
Fernie had assigned to creditors. By August, S.F. Wallace, owner of the Fernie Hotel, had 
purchased the barber shop and cigar store business of Fred C. Armstrong. 

The name carried on, although not associated with a token issuer. We do not know when 
Elmer H. Connell and Duncan M. MacKay took over the Fernie Cigar Store. They were first 
listed in the 1921 BC Directory but dissolved their partnership June 17, 1922. A 50 cent token 
issued by Armstrong has been reported but not seen by the author. 


Workingmen’s Club and Institute F4310 1909 — 1924

The Workingmen’s Club and Institute was registered as Society 0227 on October 5, 
1909, the Trustees were John Wilde and T.H. Wray. The corporate file was minimal, just four 
pages including a registrar’s standard two year warning letter of June 9, 1922, which would lead 
to a dissolution unless the missing annual reports were filed. This letter was supposed to be sent 
if a society had not filed an annual report for two years. Obviously in this case it was years later. 

On the Provincial Police files (letters incoming) there is a letter dated 10 April 1909 from 
L.P. Eckstein, on behalf of the Fernie Workingmen’s Club and Institute which had been affected 
by recent legislation with reference to a license which they wished to obtain. “The Club has 
been working diligently towards having a reading room for Club purposes and is now about 
ready to carry into effects its objectives. 

I am requested by the Club to invite your inspection of its premises and its objects and to 
request that you be kind enough in due course to give it the License that is required under the 
new law to sell liquor.” ’ 

A letter dated 18" Dec. 1909 from Eckstein & McTaggart states, “We beg to advise that 
we have sent licence fee and application for renewal for coming year to the Honourable the 
Attorney-General with request that he give his consent as required by the Act. We in [sic] behalf 
of the Club also apply to you for such renewal.” This letter is stamped “Refused” “See A.G. 29 
Dec 09.” This was followed by a telegram of Jan 1, [1910] from Eckstein and McTaggart “Will 
be obliged if you wire today reasons refusal license workingmens’ club.” In most cases the 
Provincial Police refused to reply to such questions and a letter of December 31 1909 from the 
Superintendent to A. Sampson, Esq., the Chief Constable of Fernie was of the usual ilk. 

“Re Fernie Workingmen’s Club and Institute 

I beg to inform you that the application of the above named club for a 

renewal of licence for the ensuring year cannot be granted as it is considered that 

the renewal of such licence would not be in the public interest. 

Please notify the said club accordingly and return to Messrs Eckstein & 

McTaggart, of Fernie, the enclosed cheque for the sum of $100.00 which was 

forwarded with application to the Honourable the Attorney-General.”"” 

From the above we conclude that the Club had received a licence for 1909 but that a renewal 
from January 1910 was refused. 

The sole reference to the Club in the Fernie Free Press was on June 9, 1922, which 
said, “The stewards at the Workingmen’s Club and the Vets club were each fined $50 on 
Thursday for selling beer.” 

The few tokens that have survived have all been counterstamped “A H” and “H” and a 
“Q “ or “6.” We have no idea what or who the “A H” and “H” stand for. The only name 
remotely possible in the 1914 Kootenay Directory was Abraham Haddad, a local businessman of 
Lebanese descent. The tokens give the name incorrectly as Workingman’s Club & Institute. 
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The 3300 Club F4160 c. 1983 - to date

This is a men’s club that has been operating since 1950 or 1951. It meets for dinner 
twice per month. It has a membership limited to 50 and there is always a waiting list. The chips 
were introduced about 1983 and were used for casino nights. They are still used, but only once a 
year for the Annual Stag Night when they have tables for 21 (Blackjack). The name comes from 
the altitude of Fernie, which is 3300 feet above sea level.

This organization grew out of an earlier organization known as the Miners’ Club. The 
Miners’ Club opened in their rooms in the new hall in June 1909 [this may have been the hall 
later called Victoria Hall] and received a liquor licence from August 17, 1909. No other 
reference appeared in the newspaper until Feb 1922 when following raids on several 
establishments, “... the Steward of the Fernie Literary and Athletic Association, better known as 
the Miners’ Club forfeited a like amount.”'' [i.e. was fined $50] Whether the club was in 
continuous operation over those years or not is not known. In February 1924 the club opened a 
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gymnasium and a lending library, both of which proved to be very popular. Later in the same 
month both the Great War Veterans’ Association and the Fernie Literary & Athletic Association 
received beer licences. 

In May 1926 the police raided the club and the management was charged with violation 
of the Liquor Control Act. The Association was found guilty of selling beer on Sunday and was 
fined $1,000, which was an enormous amount for the day, the usual fine for hotels being $300. 
The Association filed an appeal against the conviction, but no appeal verdict was found in the 
newspapers. In April 1927 “The Co-Operative Society, who own Victoria Hall, have taken over 
the management of it, and it will be for rent for dances, etc. For affairs after May 1“ see them 
now.” 

The Fernie Literary and Athletic Association was registered as Society 0612 in January 
1920, and dissolved March 9, 1933. However, the file is not on the microfilm where it should be 
and could not be located. It is our guess that the fine from 1926 caused the club to collapse. It 
was last listed in the BC Directory for 1927 and was last licensed by the Liquor Control Board 
for the year ending March 31, 1928.!° 

There are a very few 5¢ and $2.00 tokens which have survived intact. But it appears that 
William Hunter acquired a stock of these tokens,'* flattened them with a hammer, then stamped 
them “F” and “By” on one side for “Fernie Bakery” and “B” presumably for “Bread” on the 
other side. [see Fernie Bakery] There is one denomination, 50 cents, that is known only 
hammered and counterstamped. No 5¢ pieces are known hammered or counterstamped.

Alex Beck had opened a bakery in 1898, in the early days of Fernie. The following item 
appeared in the Fernie Free Press in April 1901, “Mr. A. Beck has secured the services of a first- 
class baker in the person of John McEwing, of Carmen Manitoba. Mr. McEwing and wife 
arrived in town yesterday. Prior to living in Carmen, Manitoba, McEwing had been a baker in 
Renfrew, Ontario, a town most famous to numismatists because of the long time residence there 
of Robert J. Graham. Tokens issued by McEwing in Renfrew are known. “Mr. A. Beck’s 
window during the former part of this week contained two of the finest wedding cakes that one 
would care to see, they were simply beautiful, and if wedding cakes are any incentive to 
marriage we may look for an epidemic in that line immediately. The cakes are the work of Mr. 

i Se McEwing.”"” 

In May 1902 J.R. McEwing purchased the bakery in the old town owned by Mr. G. 
Basile and the following month, in partnership with S. Slinn, purchased the bakery of Alex Beck. 
The fire of April 1904 damaged the Beck building and destroyed the bakery, perhaps leading to 
the dissolution of the partnership of McEwing and Slinn as of July 1, 1904. Slinn opened up a 
bakery and confectionery store in the A. Beck block. He appears to have kept or started the 
name, “Fernie Bakery” as in October 1905 a report, “Mr. A. Slinn, of the Fernie Bakery, was at 
Coleman and Frank this week ...” This may have been S. Slinn’s father who was known to be 
living with him at the time, or it may just be a typographical error [“A” for “S”]. In the summer 
of 1905 Slinn opened up his ice-cream parlor for the season, and a soda water fountain was also 
to be in operation. In 1907 Slinn sold his bakery to Messrs. Bean and Morrison, who had sold 
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“The Palm” the week before. However, Slinn bought the bakery back less than a month later. In 
May 1908 Cantrill & Pook, bought the Fernie Bakery from S. Slinn, who moved to Hosmer to 
run the C.P.R. Hotel there . By 1912 Slinn was living in Edmonton. Nothing more was written 
of Cantrill & Pook after they bought the bakery and they may have moved on after the fire of 
August 1, 1908 although they were not listed among those with losses to the fire.

Returning to McEwing, in early 1906 J.R. had visited Ontario where he underwent a 
painful — but unexplained operation - on the bone of his cheek. “As he was unable to taken 
anaesthetic and the operation had to be repeated many times, his trip east was anything but a 
picnic.”'° Robert McEwing, a brother of J.R., who had lived in Fernie for three years decided to 
return to Ontario in October of that year. Following the fire of 1908 McEwing had a handsome 
new building erected on Victoria Avenue into which he was able to move at the end of April 
1909. In March of 1910 J.R. McEwing said he would install breadmaking machinery if electric 
power were to be furnished during the day. 

The McEwings were visiting Toronto in September 1913 when he suffered a paralytic 
stroke. Robert must have been minding the shop in Fernie for he left on the evening train for the 
east to be with his brother. Only a week had passed after J.R.’s stroke when his wife passed 
away. |’ Two weeks later J.R. was hospitalized in Brockville for pneumonia and in late October 
he was taken off the train at Winnipeg due to an undisclosed illness or cause. He finally 
returned to Fernie in mid November. In 1914 the McEwings tried to build a frame building 
within the fire limits but were turned down by Council. They ended up building two two-storey 
fireproof residences on their property on Baker Avenue, in the rear of McEwing’s bakery. J.R. 
McEwing appears to have sold the bakery to R.G. McEwan following his stroke and return from 
the east. J.R. McEwing passed away October 1919 in Brockville, Ontario. Another brother, 
David, had died in Fernie, of pneumonia, in April 1917. According to the obituary in the 
newspaper John R. McEwing had never completely recovered from his stroke. We have no 
evidence that McEwing ever used the name “Fernie Bakery” after he and S. Slinn dissolved their 
partnership. 

To the best of our knowledge, R.G. “Bert” McEwan did not issue tokens. He probably 
just continued to use the McEwing tokens. He carried on the bakery until January 1927 when he 
assigned for the benefit of his creditors. The newspaper stated that, “... the creditors will not 
have to suffer very heavy loss.”’® C.R. Ellston reopened the Fernie bakery by April 1927. He 
counterstamped the McEwing tokens, using two punches, one curved and the other straight. He 
only stayed in the business until September when he sold the business to W.T. Saunders. 
Saunders changed the name to the Warren Bakery, but he closed down by January 20, 1928 after 
operating only four months. Eugenio Ungaro, of Natal, opened the Fernie Bakery in the old 
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McEwan Block on April 1, 1929, confining his operation to the baking of bread. There was no 
mention of him closing, but in June 1930, by which time Ungaro had returned to Natal, R. 


Phillips leased the same building and store in order to establish his son, Richard, in business. In 


July 1932 the Phillips Bakery moved from the 
McEwan Block, now called the Hunter Building, 
to the south half of the Bossio store. In March 
1933 Phillips tried to run a bakery in Coleman, 
Alberta as well as the Fernie operation. Mrs. 
Phillips ran the Coleman bakery, but closed it at 
the end of July, 1933 and returned to Fernie. 
There were no references in the newspaper to 
Phillips after that and the 1936 BC directory was 
the last to show Richard Phillips as a baker. 

Once the Phillips Bakery moved out of the 
Hunter Building, Wm. Hunter needed to find a 
tenant, so in August 1932 he opened a bakery, 
calling it the Fernie Bakery. Whether he was 
doing any of the baking is a question as his 
background was as a miner, then manager of the 
Grand Theatre which was owned by the FL & A 
A. By 1933 the Fernie Bakery was advertising 
tobaccos, ice cream and confectionery in addition 
to bread, cake and pastries. During 1946 the 
production of cakes & pastries was curtailed due 
to shortages of materials — sugar was rationed 
through the war and for a number of years 
afterwards. The Fernie Bakery continued into the 
1950’s, although a December 1952 ad gave the 
names Fred Belanger and Mrs. Jane Nohels.

Using a hammer Hunter flattened the old McEwing tokens already counterstamped by 
Ellston, and some Fernie Literary & Athletic Association tokens, 50¢ and $2.00, then 


counterstamped them “F” “By” and “B” on the reverse. These have to be the ugliest tokens ever 


used in British Columbia. The Ellston counterstamps were largely obliterated by Hunter’s 


counterstamps.

Crow’s Nest Bakery F1510 1921 - 1950-

The Crow’s Nest Bakery was opened in November 1921 in the Harper block. It was a 
partnership of three Lethbridge bakers, Tom Kuzma who was the manager, Stewart Melville 
Leask, and Steve Wasylkow. The next April they moved to the Fred Johnson building. Once in 
their new facilities they advertised wrapped bread at no additional cost. A Dec 12, 1924 ad said 
“under new management” but didn’t specify who, but it was probably John Burtnicks who was 
shown in 1925 BC. Directory as associated with the bakery, and in 1926 was listed as the 
manager. His name on his death certificate was given as John Burtniack. By 1927 none of the 
three original partners were in Fernie. 

The Bakery was sold to Mrs. Annie Burtnicks in July 1931. In July 1935 she died at age 
40 from cardiac failure. Her death certificate said she was the daughter of Stephen Kusma 
[relationship to Tom?] and was signed by her sister, Mrs. Steve Wasylkow, who was living in 
Kamloops. The bakery was advertised for sale and it was purchased by Geo. Yezovich who had 
been the delivery man for Mrs. Burtnicks. George took in a partner, Nick Fediuk, in September 
1945. The bakery was out of business by 1952. 

Steve Wasylkow was the uncle of well-known numismatist, Norman W. Williams, who 
was in the audience when the talk was given, was able to provide some extra details about his 
uncle. 


Dobson & Willingham, Fernie Dairy F1610 1901 - 1909

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The Fernie Free Press started publication in January 1899. The earliest issue on file is 
issue #8, for March 4, 1899. Two issues later there was an advertisement from the Fernie Dairy, 
D.J. Whitney, proprietor. In Jan 1901 it was stated that “Mr. D.J. Whitney, of the Fernie Dairy is 
offering his business for sale. He has twenty fine cows, and has the whole milk trade of the 
town.” By the end of May Joseph W. Dobson & Harry Willingham had taken over the business. 
Later in the year Whitney had bought a farm adjoining the Model Farm between Lethbridge and 
Cardston, Alberta. Dobson was a native of New Brunswick and Willingham was born in 
Yorkshire. 

I think that every dairy of the day had stories of run-away horses spilling a large quantity 
of milk and Harry Willingham’s delivery wagon had that experience in August 1903. Dobson & 
Willingham [hereafter D&W] were the owners of the skating rink in November 1903. Whether 
they originally built it or not wasn’t mentioned. On Christmas Day 1903 Joseph Dobson married 
Sarah Jane Johnston [or Johnson] at her father’s home in Hamiota, Manitoba. 

In October 1905 their new warehouse which was under construction, complete to the 
rafters, was destroyed by a heavy wind. August 1906 saw them receive their crown deed for 
their ranch on the west side of the river. The dairy business was obviously thriving for in 
September 1907 they added nineteen good quality Durham and Jersey cows, bringing their herd 
up to 150 animals. That month they added the Gorrie Bros. as partners in the dairy. G.A. 
Stephens leased the Stork Opera House from D&W in November 1907 and two months later it 
was announced that they going to erect a large fire proof block on Victoria Avenue. D&W 
bought the business of Steve Monahan, the “Hay King of the Kootenay” in May 1909. This 
appears to be their entry into the feed business. 
The Gorrie Bros. took over the Fernie Dairy in 
May 1908 but by June 1909 D&W had taken it 
back. However, they disposed of it again by 
October 1909 when Saunders & Verhaest Bros. 
took over. This partnership ran the Fernie Dairy 
until at least the end of 1914 when their last 
advertisement appeared. The Verhaests | 
continued in the dairy until October 1916 when | 
they sold their farm and dairy herd. 

After D&W sold the dairy they carried on Dobson

in the flour and feed business, but they also 
bought the Todd block in Fernie, and built a 
dance hall on the upper story of their D& W 
block. The company ventured into the sales of 
cutters and light sleighs in the winter and carriages in the summer. By 1912 they had expanded 
into automobiles. In 1917 they became agents for the Chevrolet motor car. At the beginning of 
1919 D&W sold the flour and feed business to John Podbielancik and shortly afterwards they 
moved to Vancouver. There Harry Willingham became a garage operator and Joseph Dobson 
took over a dairy farm. They maintained their property holdings in Fernie for some years. 
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Thomas Shorthouse F4075 1913 - 1917 


Thomas Shorthouse, the dairyman, was born in Markfield, Leicester, England on January 
30, 1873, son of a coal miner. He married Bertha Bradford of Heather. For a number of years 
they lived at Ibstock where their first five children were born. The sixth child was born in 
Measham in 1909 and the seventh, Gladys, was born in June 1911 in Fernie, B.C. In England 
Mr. Shorthouse worked as a coal mine official. He and his family moved to Canada in 1908, 
going to Fredericton, N.B., but this did not work out so they returned to England. Within a short 
time they tried Canada again, moving to Alberta briefly, but the cold winter discouraged them 
and they moved to Fernie, arriving there in the first half of 1911. This is funny because Fernie 
has winters too! In Fernie, Mr. Shorthouse took up farming, and more specifically dairying, a 
field in which it is believed he had no experience. He does not appear to have believed in 
newspaper advertising and there is only a 1914 directory between 1910 and 1918 which shows 
him as a miner, so we don’t know exactly when he started into the milk business, but his order of 
one hundred “milk checks” from the Thistle Rubber Co., was entered on January 4, 1913. He 
was to remain a farmer until he passed away, although he sold his milk business to the Verhaests 
in March 1917. One source said that he moved to southern Alberta for 3 years but another said 
that he remained in Fernie. 

About the only time that Mr. Shorthouse was mentioned in the Fernie Free Press was 
when he ran for city council in 1929, at which time he topped the polls, followed by his son-in- 
law, Harold Minton, and Phillip Carosella, another token issuer. These three were elected from 
nine candidates in an election that saw the voters decide for a change. The results of the election 
mention that “Mr. Shorthouse’s earnest work in connection with the Agricultural Society 
doubtless recommended him to the electors.” Mr. Shorthouse remained an alderman until 1933. 
He was also a charter member of the Elks. Thomas Shorthouse passed away May 21, 1938, aged 
65. No surviving tokens are known.

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M. & R. isa bit of an enigma. The most likely operation with those initials was a dairy 
run by Morneau and Roux Bros. They were an early dairy, and the style of the token is quite 
ornate indicating an early usage. Bill Ross thought that a possibility was Martin & Robichaud, 
but they were much later. 

A July 1908 milk test, which reported only butter fat content showed Messrs Morneau & 
Roux at 3.8% butterfat. A 1911 Live Stock Commission Report for 1910 showed two Fernie 
dairies, both “not in a sanitary condition.” One of these was Morneau and Roux Bros. There 
was a partnership declaration between Elzear Morneau, Irene Roux and Maurice Roux, which 
was effective as of October 1, 1912 under the name “The Canadian Dairy Co.” This partnership 
broke up September 4, 1917, with the Roux Bros. carrying on. The dairy was inspected and 
approved in mid 1919. D.O. Bricker, a Hosmer dairy rancher, purchased the Canadian Dairy Co. 
from the Roux Bros as of September 5, 1919. He, in turn, sold the business to Oscar Okell in 
April 1924. Nothing was heard of Mr. Okell or the dairy after 1924.

The second dairy to use the name Fernie Dairy was organized by Morley M. Obee, 
Rodger Andrew Neilsen, and Mansfield Joseph Bourk, in April 1946. These three men came 
from Lacombe, and Innisfail, Alberta, and North Battleford, Saskatchewan, respectively. They 
set up a pasteurizing plant, which started operations by July 4, 1946. The week before it opened 
they had started distributing milk for the Anderson’s Dairy and in August they commenced 
distributing milk for Downey’s Dairy and Bryant’s Dairy. Bryant’s Dairy had been a token 
issuer. The original partnership only last until March 31, 1947. A new partnership was created 
between Morley Montgomery Obee, Roger Andrew Neilson and Arthur Anderson, all of Fernie. 
which in turn was dissolved as of Oct. 17, 1947. Obee carried on. This Fernie Dairy had 
absolutely no relationship to the earlier Fernie Dairy of Whitney, D&W, or Saunders & Verhaest 
Bros. 
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The Elk Valley Co-Operative Dairy Association which was incorporated in Natal in 1955 
purchased the Fernie Dairy in 1962 and shut down their Natal operation, choosing to supply 
Natal from Fernie. They let their co-operative be dissolved in 1968, although it had to be 
reconstituted in 1973 for six months to allow for a land transaction. 

By the time of the take-over in 1962 the Fernie Dairy was using plastic tokens. The 
“Made in USA” was scratched off F1910c and F1910d to show the change in ownership, and the 
altered tokens have been assigned numbers F191 1c and F191 1d. 


West Fernie Dairy, A.L. Bryant W1960 1916 - 1946

The three West Fernie token issuers have all proven to be difficult to find much about 
them. It is almost as if the newspaper was protecting their privacy. 

Aubrey Lewin Bryant was born in England in 1877 and came to Fernie about 1912. He 
was first noted running the West Fernie dairy in 1916 and was still running it in 1946 when the 
new Fernie Dairy of Morley Obee, et al took over his deliveries. He continued dairy farming 
right up to his death in 1954. 


John (Jan) Podbielancik W2310 1902 - 1910 -?

With the tokens saying J. Pod’k and three members of the family having names that start 
with “J” we start off behind the eight ball. We could be wrong on this token, but for what’s it’s 
worth, here are our thoughts. Jan Podbielancik, known as John, came to Fernie in 1902 with his 
family of three sons, Jan (John), Joseph and Stephan. Jan was a native of Slovakia and came to 
Canada in 1887, joined by his wife and sons a year later. He worked for the CPR and shovelled 
grain when there were only two grain elevators in western Canada. The newspapers never 
differentiated between John Sr. and John Jr. and John Sr.’s obituary merely stated that he kept an 
active life. He was 91 in 1930 when he died, so when he came to Fernie he was about 63. His 
death certificate gave his occupation as “rancher”. He lived in West Fernie. Did he sell milk to 
keep himself active and earn a few dollars? Quite possibly. 
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John Jr., also Jan, born in Beilipotok, Czechoslovakia, came to Canada with his mother, 
and worked for the C.P.R. when steel was run into Fernie from Medicine Hat. He settled in 
Fernie as the freight agent, then opened a general store, subsequently ran a hotel, and in 1919 
bought out the flour and feed business from Dobson & Willingham when they decided to retire 
to the coast. He ran this business until 1933 when he was forced to retire — the reason that he 
was “forced” was not given. He had a farm in West Fernie. Would he have had time to run a 
dairy as well? Probably not. 

In 1904 Joseph was selling insurance, specializing in Slovakian workers. From 1907 
until 1918 he worked in the grocery department of Trites Wood store. He left them to go to the 
Elk Lumber Co. but in August 1919 he bought the grocery and produce business of G. Kossoff. 
At that time he sold his “north end” grocery business to Geo. Bella. Joseph ran the grocery store 
until he retired in 1937. He also lived in West Fernie, but there is nothing to indicate he ever was 
involved with a dairy. He could possibly have delivered milk when delivering groceries. 

If we look at the tokens, they are likely to be earlier rather than later and therefore wel 
opt for John Sr., but are willing to discuss this point with anyone who can come up with a good 
reason to differ. 


Riverside Dairy, R. Boardman W2410 1927 - 1940 -?

We know that Richard Boardman purchased the Dan McInnis property in 1919 and 
that Richard’s son, W. Ralph Boardman also had a ranch by 1927 and was a farmer. Richard 
died in 1932, at age 70 and his obituary didn’t say much, “The last remains of Richard 
Boardman, well known resident of West Fernie for many years, were taken to St. Margarets 
Cemetery today (Friday) for interment. Deceased, who was 70 years of age, passed away on 
Tuesday after a long illness. He leaves a son in West Fernie and a daughter in Alberta to mourn 
his death. The funeral took place from the Baptist Church, the Rev. Milton officiating.”’” The 
death certificate said he was a labourer. So there is a good chance that W.R. “Ralph” Boardman 
who was farming from the 1920’s through into the 1940’s was the dairyman and token issuer, 
but there is nothing conclusive on this. 

There is a connection between the Bryants and the Boardmans. Ralph’s daughter, 
Annie, married A.L. Bryant’s son, John Lewin Bryant. 


Central Hotel F1440a, c 1901 - 1917 
F1440a2, c2 c. 1921 - 


The hotel was originally named the Crow’s Nest Hotel. It was built at the corner of 


Gemmill Street and Victoria Avenue in 1899 by J.D. Quail and scheduled to be completed June 
15". The lessee, Robert Duthie, applied for a licence, which was granted June 24". Robert 
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Duthie closed the Crow’s Nest Hotel at the beginning of April as he was not breaking even. The 
Fernie Free Press made the following comments: 


“The Crow’s Nest Hotel was closed on Wednesday to the general public, Mr. 
R. Duthie, the lessee, having decided on this action rather than longer conduct the 
place at the present cost of running. General regret was expressed on every side 
when it became known that Mr. Duthie had decided to give up the hotel, as both 
he and Mrs. Duthie have made many friends since opening the Crow’s Nest 
Hotel. Mr. Duthie’s own good nature is his worst enemy, and had he been stricter 
with those who now owe him money and who he has helped in many ways, he 
would have been money in pocket, whereas to-day we believe has less than when 
he came to Fernie. Mr. Duthie’s case is another of those in which when you 
befriend a man he afterwards turns around and robs you, or in other words when 
he can, won’t pay his just debts. There are railroad men, we understand, who owe 
Mr. Duthie as much as three or four months’ board.””° 


The furnishings of the hotel were put up for sale at the end of April. With no takers they 
were auctioned off in August when Henry Howard bought the entire offering. His application 
for a liquor license was not successful, for reasons which were not stated. In March 1901 
Charles Armstrong applied for a licence, which was strongly opposed by the Reverend R.F. 
Stillman. In May Alfred Doyle, of Fort Steele, applied for a licence. His petition contained 420 
names, but the counter petition contained 400 names of whom over 300 were householders. 
Thirty householders signed both petitions! Doyle did not receive a licence. At the end of July 
Mrs. Sarah Jennings purchased the hotel and refurnished it throughout. The dining room and 
bedrooms were opened. The License Commissioners met in early October when Mrs. Jennings’ 
application for a licence was heard. The Reverend Stillman again opposed the application, 
which was refused, however later that month the application seems to have been successful as on 
November 16” the newspaper stated, “The name of the Crow’s Nest Hotel has been changed and 
will hereafter be known as the Central Hotel. The house has been refitted throughout and is now 
ready to accommodate the public. The bar is stocked with the finest brands of wines, liquors and 
cigars.”

The original hotel was a two storey building 24 x 86 feet. In May 1902 an addition about 
30 x 60 was being rushed to completion. Mrs. Jennings’s son, L.A. Mills, was managing the 
hotel for her by 1903 and that was still the situation in 1905. However, in March 1906 James 
Severn, of Carbonado leased it from Leslie Mills and his mother. Mills took temporary charge of 
the Waldorf Hotel a few months later. The Central Hotel missed the fire of 1904, but was 
destroyed by the 1908 conflagration. James Severn reported a loss of $12,000 covered by $6,000 
of insurance. 
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In 1909 a new Central Hotel, an attractive brick two storey building some sixty feet 
square was under construction. As of June 1°, 1910 Wm. Ross and Wm. McKay leased the 
Central Hotel for two years. The former had been the proprietor of the Queen’s Hotel and the 
latter, the steward at the Coal Creek Club. An ad regarding a transfer of the licence stated that 
the transfer was from Leslie A. Mills and Wm. Eschwig, Jr., to Wm. Ross and Wm. McKay, so it 
appears that Severn was out of the hotel after the fire. 

The licence reverted to Mills and Eschwig in February 1915. A September ad showed 
Leslie Mills as the proprietor. D. Citra took a lease on the hotel but was only mentioned in 
August 1917. At the beginning of 1919 Simon Dragon, late of Camrose, and Joseph Perri of 
Fernie purchased the hotel from Mills and Eschwig. Perri’s name was often spelled Perry. A 
year later the Perry Bros. had bought out Dragon. The hotel was promptly renamed the Grand 
Central Hotel. The Perri brothers dissolved their partnership in November 1921 and Joseph 
Perry continued on. The hotel carried on for many years after this, into the 1950’s, sometimes 
referred to as the Central Hotel, other times as the Grand Central Hotel, and Perry was 
sometimes spelled with a terminal letter “i” and other times with a “y.” 

The tokens only turned up quite recently, 2008, and all are cut-down. If this was to 
signify a change in ownership it would have happened no later than 1921. 


Northern Hotel — -F3510 1899 - 1917

A reference in 1899 was to Wm. Eschwig canvassing the town for signatures to a licence 
petition for his new hotel, the Northern. He received his licence in June and opened his new 
house. The newspaper described the Northern as, “ ... a first-class building and seldom have we 
been in a hotel of its size where there was more light and general homelike comforts. ...” A 
mention in 1900 reminds us of the pre-refrigeration days, “Mine Host Eschwig, of the Northern 
Hotel, is putting up a lot of very fine ice. It is being taken from Elk River and is almost as 
transparent as a sheet of common glass, although it is about a foot thick.” In 1901 Mr. Eschwig 
started putting a cellar under this hotel. Later that year he was putting in a new bar and making 
other improvements. The hotel suffered minimal damage in the fire of April 1904, only $500. In 
February 1904 he bought a lot in West Fernie, intending to use it as a site for a new brewery. In 
April 1905 there was a notice of the dissolution of the partnership of the “Fernie Brewery” 
consisting of Nicholas Klausman, Wm. Eschwig and Sarah Jennings. 

Eschwig was a big loser in the fire of August 1905, losing the building, although most of 
the furnishings were saved. By October 1905 he was building a new brick hotel. Apparently the 
foundations were inadequate. The north wall being the worst started imitating the Leaning 
Tower of Pisa, getting as much as 13 inches out of plumb. Eschwig propped up the walls and 
commenced new foundations. The new Northern Hotel was opened in December. It was 
destined to be destroyed in the Great Fire of August 1908. At that time John Sorkee was 
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mentioned as a partner in the Northern Hotel, but there is no reference to the start of the 
partnership. The partnership ended October 1909 and Sorkee moved onto a Hosmer hotel. 

Eschwig built once again, adding a concrete addition in 1910. When Prohibition 
came in, the hotel business essentially became a boarding house business. In December 1917 the 
Northern Club and Café Company, Limited was formed. The five directors were Wm. Eschwig, 
boarding house-keeper, his wife Mary, Carl Wilsie Barrett, telegraph operator,” Lilly Barrett, 
and Clarence Leopold Eschwig, brakeman. Wm. Eschwig had 25 of the 29 shares issued, which 
left one each for the other four directors. This company failed to file annual reports after 1920 
and was dissolved December 14, 1922. 

In March 1918 Eschwig decided to try Brant, a booming town in Alberta, and put the 
hotel up for sale for $18,000 including the Isis Theatre. It was reported that, “... He has 
purchased several large buildings in the abandoned town of Hosmer and has a wrecking crew at 
work moving them to Brant. Mr. Eschwig has been one of Fernie’s most enterprising and 
successful business men and his departure is a distinct loss to the community. The new town he 
is going to has bright prospects ahead of it, having already seven elevators in operation.” 

C.W. Barrett took over the hotel. It is unlikely that he purchased it in 1918 as Wm. 
Eschwig came back to Fernie in 1921 to run the hotel for a month in Barrett’s absence, and 
Eschwig’s name appears on the application for a beer licence in 1925 when beer parlours were 
allowed. When Wm. Eschwig died in 1936 he was the proprietor of the Northern Hotel. 
However, in 1946 James Ross purchased the hotel from the Barrett estate. James Ross had 
managed the hotel for some years when he purchased it, and then operated it until 1962 when he 
passed away. 

The token was most likely issued by Wm. Eschwig, and probably before Prohibition 
came in Oct. 1, 1917. The 5 cent token also shows up with large, 8’2 mm, hole which is listed as 
F3510a2. 


Rizzuto Bros. F3860 1909 - 1917 


a) GS:0:27' 


Alexander Rizzuto was living in Fernie in 1902 when he married Maria Rizzuto (a 
relative?). In 1905 Al leased the Roma Hotel. The next year the owner, Philip Carosella took 
back the lease but Al continued to run the hotel as manager. [We have encountered Alexander, 
Alex, Al and just plain A., the latter of which could have been confused with his brother 
Angelo.] In 1907 Al purchased the property next door to the hotel. He also entered into a 
partnership with J. Crawford and purchased the Fernie Livery. This partnership lasted only until 
March 1909, when Crawford left the business. In January 1908 the “Rizzuto Bros. have opened 
a bank in the Roma hotel block. They will do an extensive exchange business on New York and 
Italian banking institutions. Rizzuto Bros. are nothing if not enterprising and this latest move on 
their part will no doubt meet the unqualified success that has followed all their ventures.” 
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In the Great Fire of August 1908, both the Roma Hotel which Rizzuto was running and 
the Imperial Hotel were lost in the fire. In April 1909 Rizzuto transferred the Roma Hotel 
licence back to Philip Carosella and purchased the Imperial Hotel business with the intention of 
erecting a hotel on the site. In the next few months the Rizzuto Bros. went into the brick-making 
business, became moving contractors for the temporary buildings put up after the 1908 fire, and 
took over a coal business. 

In January 1913, the brothers were mentioned for the first time together in a business that 
might need a drink token, “Rizzuto Bros., are giving a big dance in the dining room of the 
Imperial Hotel on Monday night. The best music will be supplied and patrons of the dance may 
be assured of a good time. the price of admission for gentlemen is 75 cents.” The same month 
Al ran for city council and was elected. He was elected again in 1914, but resigned part way 
through the year when he entered the lumber business, setting up a logging camp. The main 
output must have been mine props as there was reference to his prop camp at McGillvray. The 
newspaper took to calling him “Count Rizzuto.” The Imperial Hotel probably closed when 
Prohibition came in Oct. 1, 1917 but that was not mentioned. However, the hotel was 
“reopened” in the spring of 1919, with Billy Rizzuto and Frank Santoni managing it. Who 
“Billy” was is unknown. It may have been Angelo. When Al died in 1942 his male survivors 
were three sons, Alex, Michael and Antonio, and two brothers, Angelo in Manitoba and 
Amiable, who was in Italy. 

Angelo applied for a beer license for the Imperial Hotel in 1925 when beer parlours were 
allowed. Meanwhile Al was busy with his lumber camp and various mining ventures. During 
the depression the Imperial Hotel reverted to the city for taxes. Angelo moved to Manitoba and 
Al leased a restaurant in Trail. By this time two of his sons were living in Rossland. 

The token was probably used between 1909 and 1917 in the Imperial Hotel. 


Roma Hotel F3960 1906 - 1917 


b) A:R:24 


Phillip Carosella came to Canada from his native Italy in 1884 at the age of 25. He 
farmed for a while at Algoma, Ontario, but moved west to Fernie in 1898. He leased out his 
Algoma farm and in later years he made regular trips to visit it. In December 1899 he was the 
foreman of the Coal Company’s labourers. His family was still in Parry Sound, Ont. By 
October 1901 he had built a store building in Fernie. 

The earliest reference I found to the Roma Hotel was March 1903 when it received a 
licence. In 1904 the hotel was charged by Harry Gates for selling liquor on a Sunday and that his 
trunk was held for the bill. Three witnesses were produced who swore that no liquor had been 
sold on the date and it was proved that the trunk was being held for a $5 board bill. The case 
was dismissed. 

By 1904 Phillip had opened a wholesale liquor business in Fernie and his licence was 
renewed. In Feb 1905 Al Rizzuto leased the Roma hotel, but next January Phillip Carosella, its 
owner, became the proprietor and Rizzuto became the manager. The Great Fire of August 1908 
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destroyed the hotel, but Carosella built a temporary hotel which by 1910 was being replaced by a 
brick structure. In 1912 Carosella applied for a wholesale liquor licence in the Carosella block in 
Hosmer. He must also have bought the Opera House in Hosmer for he offered it for rent. He 
had a farm at Cokato, a farming area not far south of Fernie. 

Prohibition made many hotels unviable and the Roma definitely suffered. Carosella tried 
to sell it in 1920. He leased it out in April 1924 to Ross Costanzo and Tony Carosella. In 1925 
when beer licences were first allowed, Phillip Carosella applied for and obtained a beer licence. 

In 1928 Carosella ran unsuccessfully for city council, but he was elected in 1929 and was 
still an alderman in 1933. In 1931 Phillip Carosella sold his liquor store to his brother Louis, 
who had run a similar business before Phillip did but had gone broke before 1903. In 1932 
Carosella leased out the Roma Hotel to Angelo Altomare, who ran the hotel for two years. In 
July 1942 Phillip Carosella sold the Roma Hotel to Joe Guarascio, from Kimberley. Phillip 
passed away at the age of 91 in 1951. 

The token probably was issued between 1906 and 1917. 


Waldorf Hotel F4210 1899 - 1917 


a) B:R:21 


The original Waldorf Hotel was operated by Henry Alfred Kanouse who also owned the 
Wayside Inn near Morrissey. He was mentioned as early as July 1899. In 1902 nine shacks in 
old town burned down, and the Waldorf was “badly scorched.” Following this Kanouse built a 
new Waldorf Hotel on a new site. The Old Town, which was on the other side of the tracks from 
the new town, was becoming depopulated. The new Waldorf was one of the many buildings 
destroyed by the first of Fernie major fires in April 1904. The loss was $3,000, only partly 
insured. By January 1905 the hotel was up and running again, being run by Wm. Mills. The 
next month C.I. Cowan was hired as the manager. Hotel management seems to have changed 
like musical chairs, for by April Wm. Mills was at the King’s Hotel, and Thos. Pogue advertised 
in June as proprietor of the Waldorf. In August 1906 Thomas Beggs and Tony Kuskie took over. 
Just three months later, “Mr. Leslie Mills, formerly of the Central hotel, has taken temporary 
charge of the Waldorf hotel. Mr. Mills states that if he does not lease the hotel to a good 
hotelman within a short time, he and his mother will take it over.” An ad in Progress Fernie, 
published in August 1909, showed Mrs. Jennings as proprietress and Leslie Mills as manager. 
Over the next few years the hotel made a number of improvements, such as a new steam heating 
plant. Prohibition was a quiet time for the Waldorf, but when beer parlour licences were allowed 
Mrs. Jennings applied for a licence and received one. Almost immediately the family leased out 
the hotel for a year and moved to Seattle where the Mills’ children were going to school. They 
did this again in 1932 at which time they had a son in school in Seattle and two daughters in 
college. Leslie Mills died in December 1932 and his mother, Mrs. Jennings, died two weeks 
later. Mrs. Mills took over the licence. Over the next twenty years a number of lessees operated 
the hotel. 
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The token is brass and therefore earlier, rather than later. It may even have been issued 
during Mr. Kanouse’s tenure, but without a name on it and all the changes of management, it is 
hard to pin down the issuer. 


John L. McIntyre F3310 1908 - 1928 


c) A:R:29 (bifacial) 


The earliest mention of John L. McIntyre was an ad of his in the March 1899 issue of the 
newspaper. Later editions of the newspaper called Mr. McIntyre “our pioneer tonsorial artist” 
so perhaps he was the first barber to open shop in Fernie. In March 1900 he built an addition to 
his shop, adding bath rooms with hot and cold water. Mrs. McIntyre came to Fernie to join her 
husband in September that year. McIntyre and William A. Ingram joined forces in December 
1900, moving into Ingram’s shop in the McInnes block. Ingram’s one chair and MclIntyre’s two 
chairs made a three chair shop. 

In April 1901 the partners purchased the furnishings of the barber shop in the Victoria 
Hotel that had been vacated by H.P. Davis. In October they moved into the Royal Hotel where 
they installed a “magnificent eighteen-foot mirror.” In February 1902, Fred Vance, left McIntyre 
& Ingram to set up on his own in the Alberta barber shop. Vance later issued his own token in 
New Michel.”? In August 1902 McIntyre hurt his right hand in a practice game of lacrosse. He 
was unable to work because of the injury so took the time to visit his parents in Renfrew, 
Ontario. His wife, meanwhile, was visiting her parents in Pincher Creek, Alberta. Following the 
first of the major Fernie fires, Ingram and McIntyre set up a temporary shop in the cigar factory 
building. Their ads started calling themselves the City Barbers. 

By May 1905 Ingram had built a double store on his lot, and he and McIntyre were 
occupying the south half of the building. This store was damaged by the fire in July 1905 but not 
destroyed. In 1906 and 1907 McIntyre was an Alderman for the City of Fernie. He later was an 
alderman for 1911, but was defeated in the 1912 elections. The last ad for Ingram & MclIntyre’s 
barber shop ran on November 1, 1907, although there was no formal dissolution of the business 
until May 15, 1908. “Ingram & McIntyre, the pioneer barbers of Fernie, dissolved partnership 
last night and hereafter will conduct separate shops. The Ingram business will continue in the 
old stand while Mr. McIntyre will open a shop with two chairs, to commence with, in the 
Northern Hotel office.” 

The year 1909 was a busy one for McIntyre. In July he broke his thumb in a game 
[lacrosse again?], he visited a coal property in the North Kootenay Pass in which he had 
interests, and his wife delivered a baby girl weighing some 13% Ibs. In early 1910 he added two 
pool tables to his barber shop. 

In 1925 Jack McIntyre was said to be one of three business men in Fernie who were still 
conducting the same type of business they ran in 1899. July 1928 saw McIntyre and his wife 
move to Venice, California. At this time they had three adult children, Ruth was a nurse in 


Spokane, Leslie was in Venice — back in 1921 he had been in the RCMP in Regina, and Billie 
was in Priest River, Idaho. 
February 1938, John L. McIntyre passed away at the age of 64. 


Club Cigar Store, William A. Ingram F1460d, h 1909 - 1939

William Alexander Ingram, “Billie” to his friends, started his barber shop in either late 
1899 or early 1900. In March 1900 he moved from the Victoria Hotel to the McInnes Block, 
which was on Cox Street. Towards the end of the year he formed a partnership with John L. 
McIntyre who moved into the shop in the McInnes Block. 

Ingram and his wife had some tough times in their lives. Their infant daughter died in 
early April 1902 and in May 1903 they also lost an infant son. The first of the Fernie fires April 
29, 1904 burnt out the shop of Ingram & McIntyre. They lost no time in reopening in the cigar 
factory building. Within ten days of the fire Ingram had erected a double store on his lot, and he 
and McIntyre were going to occupy the south half. 

That September Harry Stonehouse opened up a cigar and news store in the other half of 
the building. This store was called the Club Cigar Store. The first ad read “Club Cigar Store, 
Ingram and Stonehouse, props.” Ingram made a two month visit to Ottawa and when he 
returned in February he personally took over the management of the Club Cigar Store. 

By March 1908 Ingram, had recovered enough that he decided to erect a brick building 
on the site of the cigar store and barber shop. The building was to occupy the full size of the lot, 
30 x 94 feet and cost in the neighbourhood of $12,000. He obtained permission by the end of 
April to erect a small temporary building on the Tuttle (Royal Hotel) corner to hold the Cigar 
Store and the barber shop. A. Rizzuto, probably Alexander, purchased the old double store 
building and removed it. It wasn’t mentioned but perhaps the strain of the move and tight 


quarters contributed to the breakup, but McIntyre and Ingram parted ways as of May 14", 1908 
with McIntyre moving to the Northern Hotel. By the end of 1908 Ingram had installed a couple 
of very handsome baths in his new building and by February 5", 1909 was advertising very 
attractive prizes for high scores at his bowling alley. Ingram “purchased another new alley for 
his bowling room” in May and had the alleys re-opened in the third week of June. An ad stated, 
“Don’t forget that the Club Cigar store bowling alley is running full blast every evening.” In 
September of the same year Billy Ingram “fitted up his big basement with gymnasium appliances 
of every description and offers for use of his patrons a gymnasium that would be a credit to any 
athletic society. A small fee is charged monthly for the privilege of the ‘gym.’ This will be a 
splendid place to spend a half-hour or an hour daily in the winter.” 

In January 1912 Ingram tore out the bowling alleys over his store and was going to 
convert the space into offices and apartments. This gives us some clue as to the likely dates of 
the token that mention the bowling alleys. The gymnasium offered some wrestling exhibitions 
and in August 1913 P. Sansum took over the management of the Fernie Amateur Athletic Club at 
Ingram’s. From February 1914 Billy Ingram took some time off and Pat Lynch leased the barber 
shop. I didn’t find any reference that Billy Ingram returned to work as a barber after this date. 
The summer of 1914 saw Ingram start construction of a fine new residence on Victoria Avenue 
north. He liked to bring a telegraph wire into the store and pool room on special occasions, so 
that his patrons could follow election results or boxing matches, round by round. During the war 
there were notes that Ingram would provide pipes, cigarettes or tobacco to soldiers of the Fernie 
Contingent heading off to training camps or going overseas. A September 1916 report stated that 
Thomas Andrew Ingram, the oldest son of Mr. And Mrs. W.A. Ingram had been killed in action, 
but by October there was speculation that he might have been captured, which was not the case. 
In 1917 W.A. was having some ear troubles and underwent what was called a “very dangerous 
operation” in Spokane. In October 1919 he went to Rochester, Minn., to consult an ear specialist 
at the Mayo Clinic. 

We didn’t find mention when Billy opened a lunch counter, but an ad in Progressive 
Fernie, published in 1909~* mentioned a lunch counter in connection with the athletic rooms. 

In December 1918 Billy Ingram again changed his upstairs, converting it into a lodge 
room. The Odd Fellows and the K. of P. lodge had already agreed to occupy the premises. One 
of the Ingram daughters, Eva Blanche married Hugh McLachlan in September 1920. Another, 
Nettie, was studying music at Regina College. Billy retained his love of horses well into the 
1920’s. In August 1921 he spent a week in Calgary where he purchased a prize trotting horse. 
The next year he was noted as having driven “one of his fine horses to Cranbrook for the 24" of 
May celebration. In this age of automobiles Billy still plays the horse as favorite.” 

In 1923, Nettie returned to Fernie and formed Ingram’s Orchestra. At the same time 
W.A. remodelled his upstairs once again, this time making it into a gymnasium although it could 
now be used for dances as well. He was very civic minded, and purchased two entire sets of 
uniforms for youth ball teams at his ball park. In 1930 he organized two lacrosse teams for boys 
from 10 to 15 years of age. By 1932 the gymnasium was in operation five nights a week. 

W.A.’s son, Frank, joined his father in the business by 1933. That year W.A. did away 
with the barber shop, but retained the tobacco business and lunch counter. It was noted that, 
“There is one thing about Bill, he is showing confidence in the future of the town and is not 
afraid to back that confidence with his money.” In early 1935 Ingram fitted up a candy kitchen 
in order to produce home-made candy of every variety. Frank went to Vernon to take a course in 
candy making. From this time Billy’s advertisements were for Ingram’s Candy Shop. 
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Close to midnight one night in November 1939 three young men attempted to rob Wm. 
Ingram on his way home from work. The ring-leader was Roy Whitehouse, adopted son of 
William Savage of Fernie. The plan was for the other two to distract Billy while Roy snuck up 
from behind. Roy hit Billy over the head with an iron rod. Billy recognized his assailant who 
ran off, but the blow proved to be mortal as Billy suffered from a hemorrhage and died several 
days later. The two accomplices turned crown witnesses, but the first trial did not produce a 
verdict and a second trial the same day (!) convicted Roy Whitehouse. He was sentenced to 
death, but a review or an appeal quashed the conviction and in the third trial Whitehouse was 
acquitted. Ingram’s son, Frank, joined the army in 1941 but was killed in a training accident in 
1942. 

Trying to date the tokens we can say that F1460e which reads bowling alley could only 
have been issued between 1909 and 1912. The Club Cigar name wasn’t in use before 1904 and 
Ingram only took it over in February 1905. Also, there is no evidence that Ingram’s partner, 
McIntyre, in the barber shop was involved in the cigar store side of the business, so the two brass 
tokens might have been issued as early as 1909, the earliest mention of a lunch counter, but why 
was the Club Cigar name on one, and not on the other? Possibly the W.A. Ingram piece, 
F1460h, was ordered later after Ingram stopped using the Club Cigar name.

William Benjamin Jackson ( 1892-1963) 


The Following in italics is taken in part from an article written in The Petrolia Connection 
by John Phair. 


There will be few among the over 60 crowd in Petrolia ( particularly the gentlemen ) who don't 


have fond memories of Bill Jackson’s Pool Room. 


Jackson’s Pool Room was a landmark on Petrolia’s main street for nearly 100 year. During which 


time it was operated by three generations of the Jackson family. 


The Jacksons were among the town’s earliest settlers and for many years were the only black 


family in town. 


George A. Jackson the family patriarch was born in 1832 in Louisville Kentucky.

Several years prior to the American Civil War, with a young family in tow, George and his wife 


Mary, escaped the bonds of slavery and came to Canada via the celebrated “ Underground 
Railroad ” 


The family resided in Strathroy, Ont. for several years before coming to Petrolia in 1866, 


coincidental with the King Oil Well discovery and the dawn of the area’s Oil boom. 


It’s interesting to note that many of the Black families who came to Canada during that period 


settled in Dresden, Kent County of Ontario, while the Jacksons chose to put down roots in 


Petrolia. 


However, being enterprising people, one could assume that they, like nearly everyone else at the 


time arrived here to seek business opportunities associated with the oil boom. 


There is no question George A. Jackson was an enterprising individual and a skilled barber to 
boot, after arriving here he wasted no time in setting himself up in business, In 1869 he took 
possession of a frame building in the town’s downtown core, adjacent to the former Van Yuyl and 
Fairbank building (this company in still in business today in the original frame structures 
directly north of this location.) where he established a barber shop and shoe shine parlor, the 
business flourished as noted in the Petrolia Advertiser in Aug. 1880 when George A. Jackson 


retired and his son George W. Jackson ( Bill’s father ) took over the business. 
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The temporary location of Jackson's Pool Hall in the Van Tuyl and Fairbanks building during construction 


of the new building next door. 


“Mr. George Jackson has purchased the barber business and good will of his father and 
will run his own book, George is an enterprising young man, a skillful hand with the 


clipper and a general favorite, and we have no doubt he will do a rushing business.” 


As we all know, in the days prior to the Civil Rights movement of the 1960s, racial 


discrimination in North America was rampant and Petrolia was not immune to that. 


However the Jacksons were well liked and respected in town and it appears residents here were 
actually quite protective of them as noted by longtime resident Les Clifford as he recalled playing 
baseball with some of the Jackson boys. “ When we were playing out of town if anyone 
bothered any of Jacksons, they pretty well had to take on the whole team.” He said. They 


were good guys great ball players, and were very well liked in town. 


George W. Jackson continued the business in the same main street location until the time of his 
death on Mar. 27 1926, then the operation was passed on to his son William B. Jackson, of whom 
many of the older folks in town still recall with great affection, by the time he took over the family 


business a bowling alley had been added to the billiard room. 


However several years later he discontinued the barbering and bowling operations and 


successfully carried on the billiards business under the name of Bill's Recreation Centre. 
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Following the Second World War, Bill decided to replace the old frame structure ( which by that 
time had seen better days) with a new brick building, during the construction the pool tables were 
removed to the Van Tuyl and Fairbank building next door ( now the location of Godfather’s 
Pizza.) the business continued while the old Jackson establishment was razed and a new one story 


brick building constructed in its place.( which is now the home of Petrolia’s Tae Kwon Do club.) 


Bill Jackson was a kindly and friendly gentleman who won the affection and friendship of many, 
as a result his place of business became a local institution, known as the place where former 
residents would call upon when returning to their home town, for it is here that everyone received 


a cordial welcome from the genial Jackson. 


Like others in his family, Bill was a gifted athlete and widely known for his musical abilities, 
having played piano and clarinet with boundless virtuosity, he was a member of the Petrolia 


Citizens Band, the White Rose Band and St. Paul’s United Church Orchestra. 


Bill Jackson died on Mar 2. 1963 at age 71, stricken suddenly by a heart attack while cleaning the 


windows at the front of his Petrolia street establishment. 


He was survived by his wife, the former Alma Armstrong, a son William at home, a brother 


George Jackson of Petrolia and several nieces and nephews. 
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Mr. and Mrs. George Jackson Sr. and theit three sons, Edward, William and 
George Jr. Mr. Jackson Sr. was noted for his caustic wit, while Mrs. Jackson 
Sr. was one of the kindest. most understanding ladies in all of Petrolia’s 
glorious history.

Edward was the all-round athlete of the family, he played, baseball and football. In WW I. he was 
NO.123837 in the 18" Battalion, Canadian Expeditionary Force. He returned, but his war wounds caught 
up with him and he died Nov. 12 1925. His older brother George, was a football player on some of 
Petrolia’s earlier good teams,. Bill the younger brother played a clarinet in the Petrolia Citizen’s Band.

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Newly Discovered Token Was Issued by a Historical Sandwich Pub 
by Harry N. James FCNRS 


A token from Sandwich, Ontario, now part of Windsor, 
came to light at a coin show held by the Chatham Coin Club 
on April 22™, 2012. The 25 mm, round, aluminum token was = 
good for one meal and issued by J. J. McCarthy, proprietor of Sen’, 
the Dominion House. The token is of particular interest for =~?” 
a couple of reasons. For one, the only other token known for % 
Sandwich, Ontario is a plastic bread token from more recent 
times. Also, this token displays a device above and below the 
word SANDWICH which I have never run across before. A 
star between a pair of leaves appears in these positions. The hotel itself dates back more than 150 years. 
It is considered to be the oldest continuously run tavern in the Border Region. It was in operation possibly 
before 1850 and definitely by 1859. At that time it was operated by James Cotter, and Charles Askin was 
the proprietor. The original hotel was located on the west side of Bedford Street, (now Sandwich Street). 
It was given the name, DOMINION HOUSE by Frank Dent in1878. During the night of February 23", 1883 
the hotel burned. At this time it was being operated by an Albert Lininger. The next month, Mr. Lininger 
re-opened the hotel in a building located across the street. This building had a clap board exterior with a 
large porch in front and to the side which also had an upper verandah. This porch and verandah were 
removed in the mid 1940s. 


From the late 1880s until his death in 1902 the Dominion House was operated by Daniel Marentette. 
In his day farmers from nearby LaSalle and River Canard would stop off there on their return from the 
market in Detroit. While the horses lined up at the water trough on the west side of the building, the farmers 
did the same at the bar. Juries from the old County Court House often dined at the hotel. 


The next owner was Eugene Breault, who later became reeve of Sandwich and a Police Magistrate. 
He sold to Captain John J. McCarthy in 1906. Prior to this, John J. McCarthy and his brother, Daniel had 
both been sea captains. During the early 1890s a number of Lake built schooners were sent to the east coast 
by a Cleveland firm. By 1899 Captain Dan McCarthy was towing schooners laden with coal from Newport 
News to Boston and other ports by tug boat. He eventually became the manager of this affair when the 
former manager was drowned when his schooner grounded off Hyanis, Mass. With the loss of several more 
schooners, McCarthy convinced the principles to abandon that type of vessel and they secured a fleet of 
Lake Whalebacks. By 1905 a Captain Boutelle and his son William along with Daniel McCarthy became 
sole owners of this firm. In 1905 Captain Daniel McCarthy put his brother, John in charge of the Steamer 
Bay City which was too big to go through the Welland Canal restricting it to the lakes. Captain John 
McCarthy retired from the ships shortly after this and purchased the Dominion House in Sandwich. John 
McCarthy was the proprietor until about 1920. He was followed by Lorne White until 1922, then Willam 
and Jean Boyer took over until 1948. Sid Walman, formerly of Toronto bought the hotel which he operated 
until 1989. It changed hands a few more times and closed for a while in 1993 but is now once again in 
operation still under the name of DOMINION HOUSE familiarly called by the local college students the 
DH. 


The 1911 Canada 
Census lists J. J. McCarthy as 
a hotel owner. He was of 
Irish descent and had been 
born in 1870. His wife, 
Margarette, was 11 years 

q = younger and they had a 
SS daughter, Mary, born in 1906. 
- Ss Also living in the hotel at that 
time were his bar tender, 
Joseph Langlois, C. Hillan 
and Delima Belisle, both 
listed as domestics. Three 
lodgers, Joseph Theoret, 
Henry Conroy and Robert 
Chonde also resided at the 
hotel.

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An Interesting Family Of Lima 8 Reales Counterfeits 
by Gord Nichols 


Collecting counterfeit coins is an interesting pastime. Perhaps the most popular branch of this part 
of numismatics are the counterfeit halfpence of Georgian Britain. Unfortunately for me I have been 
priced out of this branch of the hobby. I content myself with the thought that my collection is 
growing in value. 


George III British silver coin counterfeits of the 19"" century are still pretty much affordable but being 
struck by mostly large sophisticated operations they don’t lend themselves to variety as the earlier 
coppers do. For real variety I have found none better than the Spanish American reales coins which 
recently have been quickly gaining in popularity. I still manage to purchase a few of these Spanish 
American reales counterfeits here and there. 


These coins are not as prone to fall into families as the British coppers, being mostly made up of 
singletons that stand alone, so far as I have noted to date. One thing I have noted though is that most 
bear an imitation of the Mexico City mint mark. Some are well made and some are rather crude but 
the Mexico City relation is almost overriding. The purpose of this blurb is to expose a family of 
Lima mint mark counterfeit 8 reales coins. At this point I have found just two members of this 
family. This, in a collecting area dominated by singletons is feat enough. The fact that they are 
marked as though coming from the Lima mint is quite abnormal. Both exhibit great weakness on 
the reverse opposite the bust on the obverse. 


The first of these two presented here is a rather crude imitation lacking much definition with the bust 
of the king being engraved as a plateau atop the field rather than a mound. Is this an example of the 
time worn idea of engraving a counterfeit to appear worn when newly minted? Maybe so though 
most 8 reales copies seem not to be made this way. This specimen seems to have been struck from 
an obverse die with much pitting around the punched in letters of the legend. The bust is crude and 
the plateau effect is more in evidence with this specimen than with the second of these presented 
here. The date is hand engraved and perhaps due to a die chip appears more as 1807 than the 
intended? 1801. Perhaps 1807 is the intended date though, as this would be in line with the maker’s 
marks JP that appear on this coin.

The second of the two seems a bit more sophisticated than the first though most definitely from the 
same maker. The plateau effect is not so in evidence as on the first with this coin having “rounder” 
features than the first. The dies appear to have been much smoother and unpitted. The date is surely 
1801 which should have maker’s marks IJ but are mistaken JI on this piece. But of great interest is 
the rare blunder of spelling the king’s name as CARLOS instead of the correct CAROLUS. 
Wonderful! I would surely like to hear from anyone who has encountered another member of this 
odd family. Counterfeits rule, no matter what eBay says.

The writer has a small collection of coins, and tokens, the reverses of which have been 
tooled smooth and then hand engraved with the Lord’s Prayer. It is fascinating to 
observe the delicate and intricate work that these engravers have been able to execute on 
such small available space. All pieces that the writer has observed have been engraved 
anonymously — with the exception of a recent acquisition, which included both the 
engraver’s name and location. This specimen is shown below.

This engraving, on a Queen Victoria Canada silver five cents coin, has the name “R. H. 
Giese - London”. It was originally presumed that the London referred to London, 
England, primarily as the writer has several British coins engraved with the Lord’s 
Prayer. However after completing some research, it has been established that the 
engraver, Giese, was indeed from London, Ontario. 


It will be noted the Lord’s Prayer on this coin is the King James Version according to 
Matthew 6: 9-13. 
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Robert Hall Giese was born on December 21, 1874 at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, the son 
of Richard Hall Giese and Margaret Ramsey Giese [nee Crawford]. In 1879 the family 
moved to London, Ontario where Richard H. took up his profession as an engraver. By 
1892 Robert H. had become an apprentice engraver at his father’s business, then located 
at 401 Richmond Street, London. 


Directories indicate Robert had opened his own engraving business by 1900, starting at 
83 Carling St. and in 1909 he re-located to 380 Richmond St. until the early1920s. In 
1923 to 1926 he changed professions and became proprietor of R.H. Giese Garage, at 135 
King St. and later at 91 York St. His son R. West is in his employ during these times. 
Robert H. cannot be found in directories again until 1933 when he is listed as an engraver 
at Lawrence Fowlie & Co, manufacturers and wholesale jewelers. They were situated at 
360’2 Richmond Street. Robert H. remained with this firm until 1948 when he is again a 
self employed engraver at 365 Richmond Street. He retired in 1955 at age 81. 


Robert H. Giese married Miriam Olive West on his birthday, December 21, 1899 at St. 
Thomas, Ontario. They had three children: Robert West, born in 1900; Edward Porter 
born in 1902, and who died in 1910; and a second Edward Porter who was born in 1911. 


Robert H. Giese passed away on October 21, 1963. His wife Miriam predeceased in 
1950. 


By adding his name and location to the engraved coin shown, Mr. Giese has made for 
some interesting research and helped to identify a craftsman of London, Ontario who 
might otherwise have gone unnoticed.
